Sorry to bother you, but yesterday evening at dinner at the 
Attorney General's, who has charge of the preparation and introduction of the 
Bill, I learned that the Government of Barbados is considering the issuance of 
$1 and $2 notes to take the place of silver. At the present time the smallest 
notes are £1. or $5, and this news naturally interested me. 


For reasons which you will understand I could not pursue the 
matter very far at dinner but I was able to find out that he proposes to intro- 
duce the revised Bill this week and that he proposes to place it as far up on the 

"Agenda" as possible to as to get action at this Sessions of the House; however 
this runs until Dec. so it may be some time before any actual order is forthcoming. 


I was also able to find out where to get the necssary information 
as to how the matter stood in regard to the actual preparation of the notes. 


So this A.M. I calle n the Chief Clerk in the Colonial Secre- 
tary's office whom I have knowm fo. nd whose position compares with that of 
the Leputy depr heads in Canada. ty lly knew of my connection with the 


American and Canadian so I sen t while retired, I was naturally interested 
and that having had a broad_e in such matters if I could be of any assist- 
ance to either the Committed; eye os Secretary, to the Colontal Treasurer 
or to him, that I would be ppy if they would call upon me, - this by way of 
introducing the subject, as I most anxious to get the business for the American

Waterjow's models were very much the same with the exception that 
the vignettes were smaller, one being a profile and the other about a quarter view. 
In addition to this they earried anf allover one-color tint with the denom. of the 
note showing in the tint in lettere about 3/16" high. 


My first reaction was to cable you in code but then in a small place 
like this I finally decided against it and whould you be writing to B.W. and they in 
turn wréte to whomever may be representing them here, it might be well not to mention 
the fact that the information came to me through the Chief Clerk; however, should 
there be any further information that either you or BW. would like to have end you 


will let me know I feel sure that I can get it, but I naturally do no want 
to go any further tntil I know your wishes in the matter as the whéle com- 
Plexion of the situation changed as soon @s I found out that BW. were on 
the job. 


Should you be in a hurry for any information if you will just cable

Frenk T. Wood,(brother of Percy J. Wood) who was associated 
with our Company for over thirty years, had to ask for retire- 
ment a few months ago on account of his health. He was very 
seriously injured during his service in the Canadian Army. He 
is now living in Barbados which was formerly the home of his 
wife. 

He writes me that the Government of Barbados is considering 
the issuance of $1. and $2. notes to take the place of silver. 

A bill is being drafted and it is expected thet it will come up 
for consideration in the forethcoming session of the House, 
which, however, runs until December. He is acquainted with some 
of the government officials who know of his former association 
with the Canedian and A.B.N.Companies and he evidently had his 
eye on the business until he was shown the models prepared by 
you and Waterlor. 

It appears that the Commission favors awarding the business 
to you and Mr. Wood will do nothing to interfere with the metter.

a We thank you for your memorandum of the lst June, 
be with newspaper cutting. We submitted designs and prices 
for these notes in April, 1935, and so far no decision 
has been reached. It is very kind of you to suggest that 
Mr. Wood might be able to assist us, and we shall be very 
Se grateful for any help he may be able to give us in a quiet 


way. As you know, all this business of Colonial issues 
is done through the Crom Agents for the Colonies, here in 
London, who have their own independent expert, who advises 
them on security, but et the same time any recommendetion 
coming direct from the Colony obviously carries weight. 
We do not feel it would be diplomatic definitely to appoint 
an agent to represent us in Barbados. It might get the 
Crom Agents! 'back up! in London if we did so, especially 
as they know that we know perfectly well that these matters 
are definitely decided in London, and even the local Colonial 
recommendations are subject to final approval by the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies in London. 

On receipt of your letter, I called up the Crown 
Agents and asked if there wes anything new in respect of this 


matter, and they told me they had heard nothing further since 


they informed me some time ago that the matter was being 
studied by the Government in Barbados, and that it would 
be some months before a decision was reached. 

And now to refer to the newspaper cutting, which 
you were kind enough to send us,/in reference to the 
Trinidad $5 notes of Barclay's Bank being raised to £5 
by cutting the word 'pound! from a bank note and pasting 
it over the word 'dollar'. It is perfectly true that 
notes have been raised in this way, and the matter has been 
before us for some weeks. Unfortunately, the Bank insisted 
on the design for the dollar and pound notes being common 
to both, and in the corners they simply had a numeral, without 
any currency value, and the same applied to all the ‘'counters'! 
and only in the body of the note did it differ. In spite 
of the fact thet on the £5 note the words are "Five Pounds", 
the forger evidently got away with a few notes, which by 
reason of his paste-up read "Five Pound". However, what 
we are doing now is to change all the ‘counters! on both 
dollar and pound issues to read "£" or ng" as the case may 
be, so that any attempt to raise these in that way would be 
impossible. 

We have also been shown three forgeries of the 
$5 note, which are very crudely done. In fact, they have 


used a photographic £aee and then sketched the whole thing

in with pencil, coloured crayon and watercolour. The 
effect is that it looks like a hand draw reproduction 
throughout, and is very, very crude. I don't think that 
this is causing the Bank any particular anxiety.

A Bill relating to the issue ‘of Government Currency 
notes. 

Br it enacted by the Governor, Council, and Assembly 
of this Island, and by the authority of the same as 
follows :— ’ 

1. This Act may be cited as the Government Cur- 
rency Notes (Barbados) Act, 1936. 

2. In this Act 
“Board’’ means the Board of Commissioners established 
under this Act. t 
**Currency note’’ means any re issued or re-issued under 
the provisions of this Act. 

3. (1) A Board of Commissioners of Currency shall 
be established for the purposes of this Act and shall consist 
of the persons for the time being lawfully discharging the 
duties of Colonial Secretary and\Colonial Treasurer and of 
one other person nomitated by the Governor. 

(2) The Board shall have an office in Bridgetown 
and may employ such agents officers and persons as may be 
frém time to time authorised by the Governor. 

(3) Any duty devolving, and any power confer- 
red, on the Board may be discharged or exercised by any 
two of the Commissioners of Currency. 

4. (1) It shall be lawful for the Board, subject: to 
the provisions of this Aet, to provide and issue and re- 
issue currency notes of the Government of the Island. 

(2) Currency notes issued under this Act shall 
be of*such denominations and of such form and design and 
printed from such plate and on such paper and be authen- 
tieated in such manner as may from time to time be 
approved by the Secretary of State. 

(3) The plates shall be prepared and kept and 
the notes printed, issued and cancelled in the manner and 
in accordance with the conditions prescribed for the pur 
pose of preventing fraud and improper use.

The first 78,000 notes made up of 60,000 ONE's and 18,000 
TWO-DOLLAR notes were placed in circulation én April 8,1938. 


As evidenced by the enclosed newspaper clipping, the first 
$9,000. face value of nétes, consisting of 7500 ONE DOLLAR and 750 TWO DOLLAR 
notes, or a total of 8,250 notes, were destroyed on December 29,1938. 


From this it will be seen that approximately 10.% of the 
78,000 notes that were placed in circulation on April 8,1938, had been re- 
turned to the Treasury as no longer fir for circulation, and destroyed by 
December 29, 1938. 


The above Figures are taken from an official letter in my 
possession and I have verified them at the three local banks,
